1. You will recall that at the end of January 1968 we determined
to work toward a | July 1968 date for completion of the DDSLT history
effort. At that time, we recognlized this might be optimistic in certain
areas, but the alm was to accompiish as much as possible before
summer vacations interfered.

2. As of 1 July 1968 the effort is not complete. However, I am
pleased to report that most offices have made exceptional progress
during the past four months -- as can be seen in the attached report.
This progress is particularly noteworthy because this Directorate has
not had available to it the services of annuitants or contract employees.

3. Based on reports from all offices it appears that the whole
project will be ready for wrap-up within two to three months, depending
upon the amount of interference recelved from on-going projects.
